them In thetr sad predicament. 

Of Captain Walsh, the company's 
efficient and popular marine superin- 
tendent, who had special charge of this 
good Samaritan work, they could not 
gpeak too highly. He acted towards 
them as If they were members of his 
own family in distress, going from one 
to the other, and personally seelng 
whether they had been passengers or 
members of the crew, that they had 
everything they wanted and were well 
looked after.

Expected That Action Will be 
Taken in Ottawa on R, A, 
Pringle’s Report 


COST ONLY HALF WHAT 
IT WAS STATED TO- BE 


Government Inspector — for 
Road Has Been Suspended 
and May be Let Out 


Ottawa, July 15,.—-While nothing will 
be done about it until the report of 
Commissioner R, A. Pringle is receiv- 
ed, it is highly probable: that the gov- 
érnment will take action to recover 
the double subsidy paid to the 
Southampton railway of New Bruns- 
wick, 

When charges were made that the 
accounts had been padded to secure a 
double subsidy of $6,400 instead of 
$3,200 per mile, steps to investigate 
were immediately taken by the minis- 
ter of railways, and Mr. Pringle was 
selected as a commissioner. If his re- 
port coincides with the remark attri- 
buted to him at the conclusion of the 
inquiry, the extra subsidy was not 
earned at all, but secured through 
fraud and misrepresentation, and 
actien doubtless will be taken to re- 
cover it. 

The subsidy amounted to $81,000, 
this being double what it should have 
been, according to the cost of the road. 

The department acted on the 
strength of returns.properly attested 
as to the cost of the railway. ‘ 

KB. .V. Johnson, the department en- 
gineer, was suspended as an inspector 
of the line, and it is said now that he 
may be dismissed. He has been 40 
years in the service, 

The case was brought to light as the 
result of litigation among contractors 
in the course of which the real cost 
of the road was established, It has a 
length of 18 miles and it was repre- 
sented to the department it had cost 
$21,000 a mile, in whic hevent the dou-

The privy council in their judgment, 
say that it is admitted that a Jjotnt 
tariff was filed and it is admitted that 
the C. P. R. did not, so far as classifi- 
cation is concerned, make use of classi- 
fication which the railway board had 
prescribed or authorised but availed 
themselves of the Hberty given them to 
uve a classification in use in the United 
States, not authorised by the railway 
board, for no one contended that the 
board authorised classification by so 
called supplements. This, (ns thelr 
lordships’ Judgment, was quite beyond 
their powers, with the result that they 
proceeded to exact charges which were

Because of the ring prominence and 
nationality of the contestants the 
match has assumed international im- 
portance, Carpentler is the first of 
the French pugilistic school to gain 
world-wide recognition while Smith 
is one of the leading boxers of the so- 
called "white hope” class which sprang 
up following the defeat of Jim Jeffries 
by Jack Johnson at Keno, Ney., in 
1910. 

According to the announcement of 
the management of the Olympia, where 
the match will be staged, the contest 
wit) be for the white heavy-weiglht 
championship of the world with stakes 
of more than $40,000 to be decided be- 
tween the two opponents. 

Of the two boxers, Carpentier offers 
the most interesting personality. Born 
at Lenz, France, on January 12, 1894, 
he Is in his twenty-first year of age. 
Although he did not begin to box until 
ie was 18, his rise has been both rapid 
and spectacular. Beginning as a ban- 
tam he worked through class after class 
until today he 1s considered by many 
experts as the best light heavy-weight 
in the world, weighing in the neigh- 
borhood of 170 pounds, he has a 73- 
inch reach, 41-inch chest and ts five 
feet, 10 inches in heisht. He is a 
very muscular and terrific hitter, box- 
ing with a sleight crouch and with a 
style that resembles in many ways the 
best of the world’s pueilists. His 
ability to withstand hard punishment 
is one of his strong points, and he has 
never shown any disposition to avoid 
hard mix-ups. 

Edward (Gunboat) Smith fs an Irish- 
American, born in Philadelphia, Pa., 
May 8, 1888, He began fighting In the 
west six years ago but did not become 
proMinent among the white heavy- 
weight pugilists until he went east in 
1912, With the exception cf a de- 
elsion given in favor of Jim Stewart 
in 1912, Smith has a clear record, never 
having lost a battle since that time. He 
ig of a lanky bulld Hke Bob Fitzsim- 
mons, With a powerful pair of arms 
and shoulders and possesses a punching 
power unlooked for from a man of his 
physique. Two of his most effective 
blows are an overhand right swing and 
a right hand uppercut, elther of which, 
when it lands on a vulnerable spot, is 
a fight finisher.

Train Was Third 
Class and Switch Engine 
Had Rights 


DID NOT STOP AT 24TH 
STREET AS IS CUSTOM 


Evidence of Switch Engine 
Crew Will be Heard To- 
night 8 O'clock. 


Judging from the evidence — given 
at last night's Inquest into the death 
of Georre Marshall, engineer on C.N.R. 
train No, 240, on Monday night in the 
CL.N.R. yards, it was shown that the 
incoming train, the Morinville train 
of whieh Marshall was engineer, did 
not stop as usual at 24th street, and 
also that train No, 240 being a third 
class train, did not have the right-of- 
way over the switch engine, and that 
the switch engine had a perfect right 
to be where it was, on the main Hne 
of the track. 

Although the above evidence did not 
come out in the first statements of 
evidence given by conductor Thos. 
Young and fireman Frank Scott, it 
Was at their own request, after the 
evidence was about completed, that 
some of their statements be changed, 
and read to the effect as stated above, 
that the switch engine had the right- 
of-way, and not the Morinville train. 

When the inquest opened last night 
at & o'clock at Connolley and McKin- 
ley's undertaking parlors, there was a 
large crowd présent, and most of them 
stayed throughout the three and a 
half hours procedure of the taking 
or evidence of the crew of the Mortn- 
ville train only, The evidence of the 
switch engine crew will be heard to- 
nieht at the same hour, and the jury 
will then likely return their verdict, 
Another fact that was brought out last 
night was that the C.N.R. yards here 
are not supplied with semiphores as 
are usually in use on most railroad 
lines, 

The jury sworn and W. J. Hart 
elected as foreman, the body was iden- 
tified by conductor Thos. Young, who 
stated he had last seen Marshall alive 
49 minutes before the accident, or at 
19 pm. and Marshall was then in 
good health. 

Cause of Death 

Dr. H, C. Jamieson, who with Dr. 
Landry had held a post mortem on the 
body that morning, was next called 
and told of the condition of the body 
when examined by him, and the cause 
of death. He said: “Marshall was 5 
feet 9 Inches in height, and welghed 
165 pounds. There was a small tri- 
angular cut on the top of his head 
and was the only cut on his body. 
There was no evidence of a fracture 
of the skull or bones of the body. The 
superflous skin all over the body was 
hanging loosely and his clothes were 
saturated with water, The lining of 
the tongue had been taken off by the 
steam, the lungs were congested by the 
inhalation of steam, and the bronchial 
tubes were swollen. The muscles of 
the chest were cooked. “Death was 
due to the Inhalation of steam and by 
the shock to the system through the 
scalding of the entire body.” 

Conductor Thos. Young than took 
the stand. He said the train left Mor- 
inville at 840 p.m. Monday and was 
due to arrive when she yot here, as 
the time of arrival varied according 
to ameunt of work to be done. The 
average time to arrive was 10 o'clock. 
They were running behind time, Or- 
ders at Morinville stated there was 
neither train to meet or pass. Enter- 
ing yards at 24th street the speed li- 
mit is supposed not to exceed 4 miles 
per hour, and have the train under 
control at all times. Golng at that 
rate, the train could be stopped within 
200 to 300 feet. The place where the 
accident happened is just around a 
curve and only about two car lengths 
of straight track, The rules are to 
blow at every curve and ring the bell 
in the yards and at crossings. He 
didn't know !f the bell had been rung. 
He did not see any signal thrown 
against the train.. 

No Semiphores in Yards 

Coroner Forin then asked Young 
what was his opinion as to the cause 
of the collision. He stated that the 
switch engine had a right to be there 
and his train had a right to be there. 
It was up to the switch engine to 
keep a sharp look-out at the time the 


train was due and use every pre- 
caution. It was here that Young sta- 
ted that his train was a time-card 


train, but this statement he afterward 
wished to have changed. Young be- 
came very reluctant in giving his evi- 
dence and Coroner Forin brought him 
to time by saving: “Gentlemen of the 
jury, I'm not going to ask you to re- 
main here if its going to take the 
witness so long to give us his opinion, 
we can adjourn till we can go out and 
look for ourselves." “Why should we 
have to?" asked foreman Hart, and 
Young proceeded, and told the loca-

Frank W. Scott the fireman on the 
Morinville train said he saw the head- 
light of the standing engine when he 
arrived at 18th street, and had told 
Marshall of the fact. Marshall had 
asked if she was on the main line 
hut Scott did not know for sure. At 
the place of the accident there are two 
tracks and even in daylight it Js dif- 
ficult to tell which of the tracks a 
train Is on. He was discussing with 
brakeman Roome which track she was 
on and when they. got on the curve 
they realized they were on the same 
track and yery close. He had stepped 
over the right side of the cab and told 
Marshall to “hold her,’ meaning to 
set the brake. “He started to set the 
brake, I took a look ahead from his 
side of the gangway before I jumped 
off." He had yelled to Marshall as 
he jumped. He was sure that Mar- 
shall had blown the whistle after 
Scott had iold him of the light ahead. 
The bell was ringing automatically. 
He thought the switch train was ap- 
proaching, By the force of the col- 
Iission, the boiler-head had been 
stripped of its steam pipes, allowing 
the steam to escape in the cab, She was 
carrying 160 pounds pressure at the 
time and took five minutes to blow out, 
Marshall had given two long and two 
short blasts of the whistle approach- 
ing 24th street, which should have been 
heard a mile on a clear night. 

Several Hours Late 

Ile said it was the switch engine's 
duty to keep out of the way. This 
statement he later changed, when he 
said his train was a third class train 


and had not the right-of-way. Ac- 
cording to the time-card they were 
due in Edmonton at 7:29 and were 


several hours late. The ofl headlight 
of the switch engine “vas not very 
bright, and not as glaring as an elec- 
tric headlight. 


Brakeman John James Kinney said 
they had left Edmonton at 1:15 p.m. 


Te had felt the brakes applied at the 
same instant as the collision, He had 
seen the headlight of the switch engine 
vhen 1,400 feet away, from the cupola 


of the caboose, The nearest switeh 
to the switch engine was ten or less 
car Jengths east, Ie had heard the

Marshall not Drunk 

Brakeman W. A, Roome said he got 
in the cab at St. Albert. The train 
had whistled west of 7th street and 
not again till the collision. He saw 
the light ahead when 3 car lengths 
away and could see farther than Mar- 
shall as he was looking out the front 
window, “As they drew nearer I saw 
if was on the main track and moved 
toward the gangplank, stepped off 
and crossed two tracks, turned around 
He has been seven 


vears in railroad work, He stated 
that he had worked on the switch 
engine at times, and when asked what 
he would have done under the elr- 


cumstances, said: “I would have kept 
on working, expecting the Morinville 
train to stop, it should be under full 
control, and was, [lis most startling 
statement was, “As far as I know, 
up to the time | left the engine, the 
brakes tvere not applied.” He thought 
they were not going more than 2% 
miles per hour. If Marshall had heard 
him say the switch engine was on the 
same track, he had plenty of time to 
prevent the collision if he had applied 
the brakes at once. They have tn- 
Structions to stop ac 24th street but 
did not on that night, and presumed 
the reason was that the way was 
ciear, He saw no one when the ac- 
cident happened. “I have never known 
engineer Marshall to take a drink of 
liquor." 

With the evidence about completed, 
Scott and Younes asked to have some 
of their statements changed, re the 
fact that their train was a third class 
train and had not the clear track, 
that the switch engine had the right 
to continue her work and had the 
right-of-way. The Morinville train 
Was supposed to stop and wait. till 
the svitch engine got out of the way. 

The jury adjourned at 11:80 and 
Will continues tonicht at & o'clock.

POLICE METHOD 
USING “STOOLS” 
SCORED IN COURT
